This amendment clarifies the independent claims and provides antecedent basis 
for the stabilizer mixture recited later in the claim. No new matter is added. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Jay Rowe on 7/14/09. 

Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claim 2 and its dependent claims habe been amended to require that the weight 
average molecular weight of the stabilizer mixture is greater than the number average 
molecular weight of the stabilizer mixture, as previously recited in claim 1 and its 
dependent claims. Dexter does not disclose a mixture of stabilizers meeting the 
limitations of the claimed stabilizers, and therefore the stabilizers of Dexter will have a 
weight average molecular weight equal to the number average molecular weight. There 
is no motivation for one of ordinary skill in the art to modify Dexter and Fritz to use a 
mixture of amorphous phenolic stabilizers meeting the claims.
